OBSERVATIONS ¢ 


NAACP has been under constant attack by Southern Congressional 
leaders and the Southern press, particularly since the Supreme Court 
decision in May 1954 regarding segregation in public schools. 


In analyzing the material inserted into the record by | 
Congressman Gathings it appears that the types of organizations which 
NAACP leaders became associated with were of the racial type as 
distinguished from purely communist organizations. There is no a 
question, however, that individuals connected with the NAACP have in 
the past utilized all types of support for the causes of the organization — 
and the betterment of the Negro race. / 

Communist ANF taatiowo? 

Our investigation of the/NAACP has established that the 
current leadership of the NAACP has in its comments and roe 
repudiated the Communist Party and has strongly resisted c sist 
attempts to infiltrate the organization. All information developed 
by our field offices concerning communist infiltration into the 
various local chapters of the NAACP has been disseminated regularly 
to the Department and interested intelligence agencies.

“Executive Secretary, NAACP, had written a letter to NAACP 
Branches on Fobruary 1 (1956) in reference to the National 


Delegate Assombly for Civil Rights scheduled for March l-6, 
1956, at Washington, De Ce 


In this letter, according to the newspaper article, 
‘WILKINS asserted that "intensive efforts ere being made by 
leftewing groups and individuals to get into the Assembly as 
Delegates," ‘The letter continued that the national policy of 


the NAACP is not to cooperate with the CP, CP front groups, 
or other leftewing grouns. 


Tho "Philadelphia Afro-finerican," a weekly Negro 
newspaper, in its issue of March 10, 1956, Page two, Column 
eight, carried an article headed "BN CO IES FROM NALCP RIGHTS 
CONFAB," which reflected that a "ticht registration procedure" 
had been utilized for admitting 2,590 delegatos to the three 
day Conference. The article continued that each of the 300 
or more youth delegates attending the Conference were carefully 
screened to prevent Communists and "redeaffiliated" groups from 
sending dclegates. 4 nunber of persons were refused admission 
to the Conference, according to the article, 
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The Independent Socialist League has been designated 
by the Attorney General of the tmited States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.
